Robert I,. Fosburgh, 
father of the 


young man accused of shooting May 
Fosburgh. took the witness stand in 
the superior court room at Fittsfleld 
today and told his story of the shoot- 
ing of his daughter. 
Several 
times 


during his recital he was overcome fai- 
ths stress of his emotion, and 
was 


forced to stand silent for a moment, 
while the court room became as quiet 
as the grave. 


Mr. Fosburgh says his wife saw bur 


glars in their ro»m first, that he was 
roused by her cry of "who is it," that 
he grappled with the burglar, that he 
was struck by another and that he 
remembers nothing more till after May 
was shot. He also told of th« efforts 
he has made since to discover the bur 
glars. saying- that since his son was 
indicted, he has had four detectives 
under pay all the "time, and that his 
offer of reward holds good still. 


The defense, which opened its case- 


yesterday afternoon, began putting on 
its witnesses as soon as Lawyer Joy- 
ner had finished his opening address 
Late yesterday afternoon Mr. Joyner 
asked Justice Stevens if n« would con 
sider a motion to take the case from 
the jury acd discharge th'e defendant. 
Justice Stevens declined to do so. The 
defense therefore went on with its case 


Mr. Joyner's argument occupied over 


an hour yesterday afternoon and near 
ly that length of time this .morning. 
It outlined tha defense 'as the main- 
tenance of the burglar theory with 
nearly all the members of the family 
as witnesses to prove It. 


At the close of his address about 


eight witneses for the defense were 
sworn in, which did not Include mem- 
bers of the family. Then Civil Engi- 
neer Smith was called 
to 
explain 


plans, and Bookkeeper Lund was call- 
ed as the first witness for the defense 
who. was at the house on the night of 
the murder. 


The defendant's father followed him 


on the stand. 


Mr. Lund said that in addition to the 


two foot-prints 'on the ground under 
the balcony, which had -been described 
by the prosecution , he saw by early 
day-light after the murder two more 
foot-prints, not so well defined, and a 
short distance south of the first ones. 


Mr. Fosburgh's testimony was giv- 


en slowly, deliberately and in great 
detail. Much of the time he went oa 
without questions. A' other times Mr. 
^oynefr 
questioned him (frequently. 


His direct examination occupied tha 
last hour and a quarter of the morn- 
ing session and his cross examination 
was begun this afternoon. 
The de- 


fense now seems Hkely to-occupy all 
day today and tomorrow with Its case 
at the least.

Overcome With Emotion 


Here Mr. Fosburgh was overcome 


with emotion for a moment. 


Mr. Fosburgh 
occupied the south 


side of tha bed after he and his wife 
retired. Mra. Fosburgh had slept in 
the vacant room on the night before, 
the first night of her return from St. 
Louis. 


Atnu Fombureh Called For 


The first thing Mr. Fosburgh had 


any recollection 
of 
after going to 


sleep was at hearing Mrs. Fosburgh 
call out 


"Who is it?"

Mr. Fosburgh then turned over so 


as to face 
the door and BO saw a 


light moving. He got up on his elbow, 
when two men marched into the room 
and advanced to the bed. One had a 
revolver in his right hand.

and they seemed to derive most of their 
headway from the hnge club topsails 
which were full when the other salla 
were flapping. As the wind stiffened 
canvas wus trimmed to meet it. 


At 1 o'clock, while the Constitution 


was becalmed, the Columbia got a 
lucky streak of wind, and passed her 
rival and secured -a lead of a quarter of 
a m ile. Her advantage was short-lived, 
Jiowever, for at! :35 the wind once again 
filled the Constitution's sails, and she 
glided to the front In a marvellous man- 
ner, aud maintained her lead to the fin- 
ish, increasing It constantly. On 
elapsed time she won by 5 minutes and 
16 seconds, and by 4 minutes and 6 sec- 
onds corrected time, the length of the 
course bei^g 28 miles.

Evans Furnishes s> Chapter to the 


Controversy, Bringing Oat Points 
Which Disturb tbe Opponents of 
| Schley—A. Suppressed Dlspatok

Washington, July 24.—The Washing- 


ton Post telegraphed Admiral Schley 
that, in an editorial, it insisted that he 
owed it to himself, as well as to his 
friends, to begin proceedings against 
Mr. Maclay, the author of the History 
of the United States Navy, to disprove 
the latter's charges, adding: 
"Will 


you do this V Please wire statement" 


In reply, The fust received the follow- 


ing telegram from Admiral Schley: "I 
believe th» first step should be an In- 
vestigation of all matter by a court, 
then a civil action afterwards. 
I am 


preparing to take this course." 


Tbe Post this morning, as a result of 


extensive Inquiries based upon the ad- 
miral's dispatch, says In part: 


"Admiral Schley proposes to ask for 


an investigation at the hands of a naval 
court of inquiry, and then to sue His- 
torian Maclay for libel. His action is 
the sequel to the developments during 
the past week, when the whole country 
has been stirred up by the publication 
of the unexampled abuse poured out 
upon him in the third volume of E. S. 
Maclay's History of the United States 
Navy, in which publication Schley is 
said to have run away 
"in caitiff 


flight," and Is In addition denounced as 
a coward, a cur and a traitor. 


"The Schley court of Inquiry will un- 


doubtedly be one of the most celebrated 
cases in the naval history of the coun- 
try. 
The high rank of the officers in- 


volved in the controversy and the in- 
tense public feeling which has been 
aroused will combine to give to the In- 
vestigation a dramatic interest Noth- 
ing has occurred in Washington for 
many years that will eompare'with it 


"The appointment of the court of in- 


quiry is expected to be made by Secre- 
tary Long, though it would be In the 
power of the president to make tbe se- 
lections if he chose. 
This is hardly 


likely to occur, however. Mr. Long has 
already stated that If Adniiral Schley 
requested a court of inquiry lie will 
grant the request." 


Considerable surprise is manifested 


at the navy department because of tho 
publication in the Baltimore Sun of 
what purports to be an interview with 
Bear Admiral Evans, in which he de- 
fends Rear Admiral Schley from tbe 
charge of unnecessarily delaying his 
squadron at Cienf uegos during the chase 
after Cervera's ships. 


There are two points In the Evans In- 


terview which disturb the opponents of 
Bear Admiral Schley. 
One is tha* one 


of the chief counts in the criticism of 
Schley is his delay at Cienf uegos. He 
bad been ordered to remaiu there until 
he learned whether the Spaniards were 
therp. 


According to' Bear Admiral Evans' 


statement, it took him two days to get 
this information, and the delay was 
caused by the fact that the arrange- 
ments for getting it were kept from 
him. 


Tbe otber point is, that Bear Admiral 


Sampson, according to Evans* state- 
ment, did not communicate as to the 
code with Schley or Cook, and yet the 
official 
correspondence shows that 


Sampson was continually urging Schley 
to leave Cienfuegos as soon as be had 
learned that the Spaniards were not 
there. 
' * 


Subsequently, Sampson forwarded to 


the navy department the telegrams he 
b.id sent to Schley, and on them the de- 
partment founded Its charge cf delay at 
Cienfuegos, when he was wanted at 
Santiago. 
The senate subsequently 


called for the papers on the subject, and 
these letters aud telegrams were pub- 
lished, leading color to tbe gravest sus- 
picions against Schley. Thereupon, 
Schley, being called upon for an ex- 
planation of hia conduct, submitted a 
dispatch which had been suppressed, 
and bad not been sent to the navy de- 
partment nor to the senate. 


This was the "Dear Schley" dispatch, 


signed by Sampson, and saying, among 
otber things: "I have decided to make 
no change in the present plan—this Is, 
that you should bold squadron off Cien- 
fuegos. I am, therefore, of The opinion 
that our best chances of success in cap- 
turing these vessels will be to hold the 
two points—Cienfuegos and Havana— 
wjth all the force we can muster." 


Not After-Territory '

men. The present-strike of over 50,000 
etecl worker* of tbe Amalgamated As- 
sociation 6f Iron, Steel and Tin Werk- 
eri presents no sucb*plcture. A stran- 
ger can-walk by any Plttsburg Idle mill 
and not see half a dozen strikers, says 
Grace luers in tbe New York World. 
Hundreds of them have quit tbe city 
and while enjoying themselves in syl- 
van guide* hope the strike will last all 
rammer. 


Hundreds of mill men who walked 


out and will not walk in again until 
ordered by their officers are enjoying 
themselves at fishing camps along the 
Ohio, Uouongabela, Youghlogbeny and 
Cheat rivers. Most of them are mem 
bers of clubs which take a summer out- 
Ing. 
Others formed clubs when they 


eaw the strike coming and rushed for 
the woods as Boon as the strike order 
went into effect 
Some of them took 


their wives and children. Others left 
their families at home to swelter and 
gossip about the duration of the strike. 


The upper Monoiigahela river is dot- 


ted on both sides with white canvas 
tents. So is tbe Youghlogheny. There 
are few along the Ohio because the 
fishing Is not BO good. Tbe McKees- 
port strikers have half a dozen camps. 
Every man at Camp Victory has bia 
wife with him. Gamp Resolute la near 
by with 30 single men. who have cooka 
and servants to wait upon them, as In- 
habitant*. 


There are camps at Glassport, Con- 


fluence, Mtmongabela City and other 
places. Here the men- lounge on the 
grass or la hammocks, flsh when they 
feel Inclined, row, bathe and have a 
good time generally. In the evenings 
there are entertainments, many of the 
campers being clever dramatic ama- 
teurs and musicians. 


Tbe men nave worked long and steady 


at good wages. Many of the mills bad 
three shifts—that is, ran 24 hours a 
day with three sets of men, each work- 
Ing eight boors. Labor was scarce all 
during the scale year which ended Juno 
30, and many of tbe men worked 16 
hours a day. No wonder they dropped 
from exhaustion at the first spell of hot 
weather, and no wonder they rushed 
off to camp'bpplng tbe strike will not 
end until fall' These are the finishers, 
the better "'polo! class of mill labor, 
whose wages range from $4 per day 
upward. 


With tbe common mill laborer and 


others whose, daily wage is below $2 
per day it Is the women wbo bear the 
brunt of a strike. It is their ears which 
will bear the children ask for bread. 
And yeijntbjfs.ptrike, as in others, tbe 
women stand shoulder to shoulder with 
the^men, inspiring enthusiasm in tbe 
fighters, and with a determination to 
help their men out, let the end be what 
It may. 


Miles of streets on tbe south side of 


Pittsburg are built up of the little 
homes of mill workers, and. under each 
roof beats a woman's heart strong for 
the strife, 4 Journey through these 
streets revealed but one sentiment 
among tbe better class of women, who 
lead the spirit 


"My man goes out today," said Mrs. 


Tim Blake, a stalwart woman in Gor- 
man's alley, whose bands, wrinkled 
and shriveled from the family wash- 
tub, showed a worn wedding ring. "I 
don't know how long it may last I 
don't know much about these things 
because I can't read, and wbat I know 
is only wbat Tim and tbe childer tells 
me, but I know it's for tbe good of the 
workin'man, and no woman wbo Is 
worth tbe name will be agMn that good. 
I never was In a strike before except 
one, when I was just married and bad 
but one child. Then my man went east 
into the coal mines. He sent me $8 a 
week, and I lived on that and helped 
others that hadn't so much." 


A towheaded urchin clung to his 


mother's skirt while she spoke and 
chirped In: "The kids Is called lambs'— 
'black lambs'—when their fathers goes 
In to be black sheep, nnd I'll never be a 
lamb. I'm fur tbe strikers, and I'll 
do without dinner 'fore I'd ask dad to 
go back." 


Mrs. James McCarty, a stout, mother- 


ly dame, wbo eat in tbe front of her 
neat house la South Fifteenth street, 
looked rather disconsolate when the 
strike was mentioned. She has but one 
son, a worker to-the tin mills, wbo gets 
» wage ranging from $8 to $15 a week. 


"I ain't got no man to look to me," 


she said. "I got only one boy at home, 
and bo worked hardly any all winter. 
It's hard work to keep the roof over 
tbe head and the bread in the stomach 
when there's no work to do. But I'm 
Rrlllln for him to strike when the rest 
does. There ain't no sense In workln'- 
men not standln together. 
They're 


worked like borsei, anyhow, and Jf 
they don't stand together they'll be 
worse than horses." 


"I'll put my band to the washtub like 


many another woman does afore I'll let 
my man go back without tbe strikers 
win," said John Adams' wife, a small, 
slim mother, who held a baby to her 
breast while she talked. "We have n 
little saved. My husband gets $18 n 
week, and out of that I can save a little 
when he work* steady, fcr lie's a good 
man, 
and he don't drink none. But 


when the savin's are gone I'll go out 
and wash or I'll beg Cron door to door 
before I'd want him-to do-Arty work." 


The pretty daughter of a mill worker 


In one of the Iron mills, a brown eyed 
girl who is noted as tho "belle of 
Black's alley," sat on tbe front steps 
of her borne and laid down some strin- 
gent lawB for tbe men wbo make 
strikes possible. 


"It's them as never knows wbat want 


Is," she sold. "They go off on yachts 
aad wear diamonds, but they don't 
know what it is to stand before a pud- 
dlln furnace all tbe year round and 
burn the brains out at your bead. If

AH over the stzseta It waa the same. 


In-bjrlght Uttie«>variore where the ele- 
£&ac4 of a piano lamp transformed 
sharfblness the sentiment waa, "Hold 
strong together," aad in tbe back alley a 
where the only sunshine is in the faces 
of little chfldrea"tattered women voice 
their willingness- to go forth to wash- 
tub or to beggary ere they will urge 
their men to give-In. 


"Workln'men is what their wives 


make them," said Mrs. Mary Leslie, a 
determined looking woman, who scour- 
ed a frying paa while ebe spoke. "Aa 
long as the women don't nag them 
they'll etand together. 
I don't know 


what it's about—eomethln about a prin- 
ciple. I always let him attend to the 
thlnkin part of the family. 
I have 


enough to do to cook tbe meals and 
clean the house without meddlln in 
wbafs none of my business, but I say, 
if he belongs to the union, let him stay 
out as long as the union says, and I'll 
do my part toward keepln the house to- 
gether." 


Mrs. James, not a young woman, liv- 


ing in Bhe;4 court, showed a tin box 
on which the word "Strike" was rough- 
ly painted. "Every dime that comes in 
this house goes in that box," she said, 
"and has for years. When other men 
struck and my man wasn't called out, 
the box was open for them as needed it. 
Now we'll need it ourselves, but there's 
enough in here to keep us goin on bread 
at least, and I'd rather eat tbe roots of 
them weeds in the yard there than Bay 
a word ng!in what's for the good of the 
workin'man." 


Little children march around the cor- 


ners armed with sticks and flags and 
announce that they "are goin to guard 
the mill gates from the black sheep." 
Strikes are organized on every doorstep 
and in every back yard, and every- 
where enthusiasm is expressed. 


When asked how long they could 


hold out, the almost universal answer 
was, "Six months." Some said a year, 
relying on the help from the union, but 
most of them lean on their own possi- 
ble resources and labor. 


In some of the tin mills, which are 


a big part of Pittsburgh industry, there 
are hundreds of girls employed in the 
various departments, and in a few of 
the other mills women work side by 
Bide with men. None of these is per- 
eonally interested in the outcome of 
the strike, but each and every one be- 
lieves In It as in her religion and 
would speak words of Inspiration to 
the flagging energies of the men were 
they needed. One buxom maiden called 
Annie by her companions and whose 
feather trimmed hat and general Sun- 
day appearance proved her Idleness 
was walking around the scene of her 
usual employment viewing the closed 
doors and empty yards with, the air of 
a successful leader of strikes. 


"I'd never give in If I waa them," 


she said, shutting her teeth with a 
snap. "I'd hold out until I was found 
starved in my tracks rather than come 
back to work without what I etruck 
for. 
I told tlie men that, and I'd tell 


them again If I thought they needed 
it" 


"Ten dollars a week Is better than 


nothln, Annie," said her companion, 
but Annie's eyes snapped as she re- 
plied, "Ten dollars a week wouldn't 
never pay me for bein a disgrace to 
my country by blacksheepin. It ain't 
money what's struck fur; it's principle, 
and I say principle every time." 


To them principle represents union 


for the worklngman, power in future, 
prosperity In labor and all conditions 
of workers transformed and improved. 
One and all they stand together, ready 
to work for the bread they afterward 
bake and ready to starve without bread, 
If need be, that the strikers have home 
support to win their cause. 


Of the 55,000 or 60,000 strikers fully 


0,000 are common laborers, whose earn- 
ings are never more than $1.50 per day. 
They can stand the strike longer than 
the men who earn §3 per day. The la- 
borers are not members of the Amalga- 
mated association and are not on strike 
except through sympathy with the un- 
ion men.

Unique -Arrangements For the 


South Polar Expedition,', 


TO BE EXPLORED?

There has been received at Washing- 


ton a complete description of the sblp 
Discovery, 'Twlilch IB November next 
will sail from London cm a search for 
the south Dole/aaysxtbe New York Mall 
and Express.^' The'ship was built at 
Dundee especially for the antarctic ex- 
pedition, and she .Is declared to be the 
most perfectly fitted ship that ever 
Balled for polar regions. She Is a sail- 
Ing vessel wl& auxiliary steam power, 
the Indicated .horsepower of the en- 
gines being 570. 


One feature of the ship la a complete 


electric lighting plant which of course 
will be operated by tbe engines when 
steam is up, but when the craft Is lying 
In the frozen waters of the far south 
the dynamo will be worked by an Im- 
mense windmill to be set up on deck. 
The reason for this Is merely economy. 
It would be Impossible to take along 
coal or oil enough to keep an engine 
going for lighting purposes all the time 
during the long voyage, and the scien- 
tists on board believe that they will 
find plenty of wind to develop all the 
electricity they need. 


Upon the deck-of the-«hlp there Is a 


great reel, upon which five miles of 
strong steel wire is wound. This wire 
Is literally a five mile fishing line, with 
which tbe scientists will drag the bot- 
tom of the oceanjta antarctic waters to 
bring up whatever curious specimens 
may be found. This Immense fishing 
line will be handled by a small engine 
especially constructed for the purpose. 


Another unusual feature of the ship 


Is that the fittings of the deck around 
the bridge are all of brass. No iron 
whatever Is used, for tbe scientists of 
the Discovery expect to make impor- 
tant magnetic observations as near tbe 
south pole as they can get, and iron or 
steel near their Instruments would 
make the observations Inaccurate be- 
cause of the magnetic attraction of that 
metal. The entire hull of the ship, for 
the same reason, has been constructed 
of wood. j. 


Arrangements making tbe ship per- 


fectly airtight are remarkable. The 
only openings are airlocks, and wben 
these are closed they ore covered with 
asbestos, so' that It will be Impossible 
for cold Air to get into quarters where 
the men will spend much of their time, 
and they will be as comfortable there, 
so far as cold Is concerned, as If in a 
temperate zone. 


There will be also on board a dis- 


tilling apparatus for making salt water 
fit to drink, and when not even salt 
water Is to be had'tberc Is on arrange- 
ment for melting Ice and then distilling 
the water that comes from that Tbe 
ship will carry a three years' food sup- 
ply. In addition to these features the 
ship will carry a very large library 
stowed away in tbe roof of the1 cabin. 
There will bo a piano In tbe cabin and 
In one corner a complete photographic 
outfit, darkroom and all. 


In searches for the north' pole travel- 


Ing over the ice is done by Eskimo 
dogs. Tbe scientists of tbe Discovery 
will take with them 28 Siberian dogs, 
which they consider better for antarc- 
tic work. 


This expedition to tho south win be 


made largely for commercial purposes, 
the Idea being to gather information 
that will be of value to British ship- 
plug men first of all. Beyond that of 
course tbe scientists expect to make 
the regulation "dash for the pole," bat 
that part of the work is not counted 
on very much.

HUQE BATTLESHIP PLANNED

obstruction on the design of the sea- 
going battleship of which the plans an 
to be submitted to congress otxt De- 
cember, aaya a Washington dtepttcb. 
Tbe botud has bwn unable to reach A 
nnanimona agreement concerning the 
armament and Its disposition. The 
plan of tko btiHttblp a» submitted Is 
as follows: 


Length, 450 feet; beam, 76 feet; mean 


draft. 24 fevt 0 inches; displacement, 
15,060 tons. This displacement will give 
a ship considerably larger than any* 
thing in tho present navy. Tha boll 
alone will weigh about 7,000 tons, while 
the protective armor will be about 3,700 
tons. The total coal capacity will be 
about 2,000 tons; total load displace- 
ment, 10,900; deep load draft of 26 feet 
4 inches, 19 knots speed and da indi- 
cated horsepower of 20,000. 


The battery recommended by tbe ma- 


jority is to consist of four 12 inch gone 
In two 10 Inch armored turrets, twenty 
7 Inch guns in casements and twenty 3 
Inch guns. Eight of the 7 inch gnns 
are inclosed .In individual armor, four 
on tbe upper deck and four on tbe gun 
deck, firing ahead and astern. Tbe re- 
maining 12 guns are located on the 
gun deck hi a central casemate battery. 


The machinery is protected by a ten 


Inch armor belt tapering to four inches 
fore and aft beyond the machinery 
apace, and tbe other protection consists' 
of armor seven and six inches thick, 
except on the 12 inch turrets, where it' 
la ten inches thick.

lOYNER'S OUTLINE, 


OF THE DEFENSE 


Most of the Fosburgh Family 


Will Take the Wit- 


ness Stand 


Lawyer 
Joyner, the nestor Off the 


Berkshire bar, delivered the opening 
statement of the defense. It was be. 
gun late yesterday afternoon and was 
not completed when the hour for ad- 
journment came. It was 
therefore 


delivered In two sections, the last part 
coming at the opening of court this 
morning. In all, it occupied rather 
more time than 
District 
Attorney 


Hammond's opening statement. 


Mr. Joyner's statement of the de- 


fense was that they should try to es- 
tablish the burglar story by the state- 
ments of practically every member of 
the family who was in the house that 
night except James, who had already 
testified for the prosecution. He stat- 
ed that Beatrice, Mr. and Mrs. R. L, 
FoBburgh, Mrs. R. S. Posburgh, B. B. 
Fosburgh himself, and Miss Sheldon, 
tneir guest that night, would all ne 
called as witnesses. Beatrice saw be- 
yond May, just before the Utter waa 
shot, he said, the form as of a pillow 
case on a man's head. And as she 
turned on the oleotrio light, she felt, 
rather than saw, her brother Robert 
rush past her from bis rotom. 


Beatrice, It will be recalled, 
was 


summoned as a witness by the prose. 
cutlon. but was not called to the> stand 
by that side. 


"We think." sold Mr. Joyner. "that 


MMred *h» 


the cellar." And he outlined the brief 
history of the shooting of May Fos- 
burgh according to 
tho 
ijefianae's 


claim, from that time on. 


He told of the education or the de- 


fendant as an American mechanic 
and business man, of the coming of 
the family to Pittsfleld, and of th 
friends of the young man at the trial 
He said that he had expected the com 
monweaKh to attempt to show the 
discord In the family to account for 
the shooting. But while they had not 
done this, the defense would show the 
perfect concord of the family. The 
defense would show that May Fos- 
burgh 
had 
no enemies, that her 


brother Robert was least of all her 
enemy. And that finally, the defense 
would show a consistent story of the 
shooting as told by the members of thj \ t 
family and by Miss Sheldon. 


He said that the commonwealth had 


claimed, in Its evidence to show that 
the pistol was held only a short dis- 
tance from May, just what the defense 
iteelf would have shown and would 
show. 


Mr. Joyner said In substance; 
"The government 
case hag dosed 


more suddenly than we expected, and 
than we had been led to believe and for 
that reason I find myself less likely to 
make a clear exposition than I would 
have been had I tims to consider the 
cage the government has gathered to- 
gether thread by thread. And my sur^ 
prise, let me add, that tho g-overnment 
having made the sort of case that it 
has here, and then loft it, ha3 led ms 
to say what I shall. 


"It is not my province at this time 


t« slfgaa the government's case. I 
have no right to do it, but J think I 
may be pardoned a little comment, my 
surprise is so great. The defendant in 
this case, a young, active, strong, in- 
telligent man, you see before you. You 
can see in his face vi^or and strength 
of mind. He was educated In the oub- 
Hc schools of St Louis and has become 
a capable business man. His business 
is that of a. builder. Not bunding lit- 
tle houses and dwellings but of build- 
Ing great structures. He is one of that 
class who have made the name 
of 


American mechanics 
world 
wide. 


Tfiey compete dally with their rivals 
In the old world In taking contracts. 
On his materna sida he is d«scendec. 
from the builders of ^he 
old castles 


and monasteries In the old world. 


"This man, with ms father, also a 


contractor, doing business as B. L. 
Fosburgb & Son, these t\\o men cam-s 
to this city to construct here the build- 
ings of the Stanley electrical com- 
pany and while here rented and occu- 
pied this housft that ;ou have visited 
the first day of the trial. My brother, 
on the other side, 
suggested In 
his 


opening that you should not be sway- 
ed by any consideration of -wealth, 
and I recall, thia, to remind you that 
this 
family^pccuplecl 
that 
rathorf 


cramped tenement through which we 
passed the o'ther day. It is not a have! 
and It :s not a palace. In this small 
dwelling these men and their families; 
lived, the men engaged every day but 
Sunday pushing1 on their work. There 
they 
lived In close affection, sincere 


lovej each with the other, nothing 
between them that could make~dis* 
cord. 
We thought perhaps evidence 


might 
be introduced showing some- 


thing like 
discord, but there hasn't 


Yet we must go farther. 
We must 


show absolute concord. 


"If the girl was killed, as the c°m- 


monweaUh alleges, it must show some 
discord in the family. 


"If Robert S. 
Fosburgh held that 


pistol wlthlnjslx jnehes of the breast 
of his tlster.lt'would b« difficult for 
you to believe him guilty of anythlne 
less than murder. If he had disaoreed 
with his wife, and In the trouble thai 
followed he had unintentionally killed 
his slstor while trying to kill soms 
one else, that, too, would be murder. 
If he carelessly flourished the revoU 
ver and It was unexpectedly dischare- 
ed, that would be accidental homicide 


"We shall show you that this broth- 


er was not the enemv o£ the dead sle- 
te'r. H* was next to her in years. She 
was a companion and a friend. I want 
to call your attention to what the com- 
monwealth has shown and to consider 
what the answer to that is. This wo- 
man was shot by some one. The 
commonwealh has taken great ria-ltis 
to show that she waa killed by a bul- 
let held close to her person. 
Gentle- 


men that Is exactly what we claim. 
This young man was 
never brought 


before a court or Jury before. In ev- 
ery othar case the defendant ha3 been 
arraigned in a lower court and has a 
chance +o hear the evidence ag-ains', 
him; but thla young man was not. 


"When we started this trial 
we 


thought the 
commonwealth 
would 


claim that the husband and 
father 


quarreled in a back room and that a 
chance bullet from the distance had 
struck the 
young woman and killed 


her. We did not exnect the 
govern- 


ment would prove that the bullet w'as 
flred from the north Mid of the house. 
We know that the defendant was In 
thfl south end of the house. The jrov- 
ernment has proved that for us. 


"We fhall ask yoj to believe that 


the dumb, silent lips of that jrirl, as 
she lay with her feet toward the door 
and her head towa-J the other end 
of the rom; we shaU ask you to be- 
lieve that that alone 
Establishes the 


defendant's innocence. He was befilnd 
her, not in front of her. If her head 
lay the other way it would have been 
different. 


"The evidence Introduced here 
to 


show the course of the 
bullet 
that 


•truck the bureau Is not sufficient Svl- 
dence, we claim, 10 incriminate the de- 
fendant. The tracks outafde the house 
are- sxaclty such tracks as tw*o men 
would make going over the balcony. 
If the men went 
out that way thev 


would drop down, 
and In dropping 


down would atrlke-'tin their heels and 
th« heel marks would shew more slain 
ly than the toes." 


"We wfll prove that these peonle 


•were sitting on 
the piazza of that 


house In the early hours of the even- 
Ing at peace with all -he world. Then 
they went into the house where they 
sat reading and talking. 
Then the 


daughter May sang while Mfss Shel- 
don played the piano. Mr. Fosburjth, 
gr, and* bis wlfo were the first to re-» 
tire for the night. They went to the 
northwest chamber.' Miss Sheldon the 
visiting guest, retired to the west cen- 
ter chamber. As I understand it, tha 
wife or the defendant, who was not 
feeling well retired to the front bed- 
room. Her stoter-ln-Iaw prepared her 
some lemonade. Little Beatrice slept 


chamber. The defendant occupied *he 
front room wllh his wife. The brothei 
James "ccupied a room on the lower 
floor, directly 
under that occupied by

' O, gracious!' and leaped over Bea- 
trice and o,ut oj the bed. We suppose 
she turned the knob and opened the 
door leadingto the hall.

Beatrice, looking over May's shoulder 
into the hall, saw a figure robed in 
white, ohe thought It was a Joke, some 
college prank perhaps of her brothei 
James and then she saw the pistol 
fash as the shot was flred. She jump- 
ed out of bed and groped for the cord 
that trrned on the light and while 
she did so her brother, Kobert, ruahel 
into the room.

circumstances? She was in the front 
part of ihe house. She did not know 
what occurred in the rear 
of 
the 


house. 
She heard the voice of Mr. 


Fosburgh in the excitement, and not 
knowing what It all meant she crie3 
out to James, 'Your father has jtone 
crazy!' 


Mr. Joyjier said the defense wouia 


put Miss Sheldon 
on the 
witness 


stand and would prove by her that 
when she was awakened by the nois,a 
and opened the door leading from her 
room into that occupied by May and 
Beatrice, she heard little Beatrice say. 
"May has been shot by burglars." 


"Was it not natural that James, on 


ruririTng upstairs to find his sister ly- 
ing unconscious on the floor, to call to 
others to get towels, ammonia and wa 
ter' and then to rush off for a doe- 
tor?" 


"We shall show you that the elder 


Mr. Fosburgh, after his struggle wltfr 
the burglars, ran to the front window 
and yellsd for the police, yelled 'mur 
der1 and yelled •burglars.' The neigh- 
bors heard him. It was a scream of 
agony, a scream of such intense agony 
that they did not recognize the voice. 


"We will bring in neighbors to tes- 


tify that they were first aroused by 
James, inquiring where to go for ths 
doctor, and immediataeiy 
afterward 


heard the calls for assistance from the 
upper window of the house." 


At this point With the or>enInK un- 


finished, court adjourned to tomor- 
row morning ftt 9.15 o'clock.

The memorial at Point o' Woods, 


Fire islnnd, to Margaret Fuller Ossoll, 
who was drowned there 51 years ago. 
was unveiled the other day la the 
presence of a large number of people, 
soys the New York Tribune. It con- 
sists of a pavilion on the dunes oppo- 
site the scene of the wreck, containing 
a bronze tablet with the names of Mar- 
garet Fuller Ossoli, her husband, ihe 
Marquis Osaoll, and their child, An- 
gelo, and the dates of their birth and 
death. Beneath this IB this Inscription 
wrlttes by Mrs. Julia Ward Howe: 


"Noble In thought and character, elo- 


quent cf tongue and of pen, she was 
an Inspiration to many of her own 
time, and ber uplifting influence abides 
with us." 


Addresses were made by Charles W. 


Hand of tbe Point o' Woods associa- 
tion, Mrs. Llllie Devereux Blake, Mrs. 
Caarlotte B. Wilbour and the Rev. Drs. 
C. H. Townsend and R. W. Meredith. 
Letters were read from Mrs. Howe, 
Mrs. Ednab D. Cheney, Colonel Thom- 
as Weutworth Higglnson and ethers.

Louise Howland distributed small en- 
gravings of Margaret Fuller mounted 
in heavy folders containing a brief 
eulogy. 


Captain John Donelly, who attended 


the unveiling of the memorial, saw 
when a boy of 16 the wreck ID which 
the Ossolia were lost when on their 
way to New Tork from Leghorn,' Italy.

Perhaps we shall live to laugh 
at these. But In case cf mishap I 
should perish with my husband and 
child, perhaps to be transferred to 
come bappier state. I bad intended If I 
went by way of France to take tbe 
packet ship Argo from Havre. I had 
Just written to Mrs. Story that I should 
not do EO and at thc same time request- 
ed ber to find Miss Fltton, who bod my 
muff, etc. Having closed the letter, I 
took up 'GaUgnaKl,' acd my eyes fell on 
these words, 'Died, 4th April, at No. 10 
Bue Ville 1'Eveque, Miss E. Fltton.' 
Turning the leaf, I read of the wreck 
of the Argo returning from America to 
France.

THRILLING MURDER TALES RECORDED 


; 
IN OLD LAWBOOK8. 


A DrcsuM That Anticipated m Crime. 


A Mother's Tr»«le VUlon-The B«- 
•aukablc Performance of • Dlslv- 


/ t«rred Corpse. 


Lnw reports of the sixteenth and seven- 


teenth centuries contain numerous refer- 
ences to supernatural occurrences in court 
and ou tbe scaffold.' One of thc most re- 
maikable records of this kind is connect- 
ed with a murder trial which took place 
in Eugland early in the reign of tbe first 
Charles. Sir John Maynard, one of the 
greatest lawyers, ia the authority for the 
supernatural events of the trial, and in 
his quaint preface to his notes he says ho 
"thoujht good to leport the evidence 
which was given, -which many did hear, 
that the memory thereof might not be 
lost by miscarriage of papers or other- 
wise." 


One Johan Norkctt, a farmer's wife, 


had died, and at the coroner's inquest evi- 
dence was Riven proving that the wom- 
an's throat had been cut from ear to ear. 
At first the juvy favored a verdict of felo 
de se, and the body was interred, but ru- 
mors became general pointing to foul 
play, and the body was exbnmed. Thir- 
ty days after the death the jury assem- 
bled before tbe body and four suspected 
persons were brought in. The only evi- 
dence against the prisoners was that they 
blept in an adjoining room and that no 
one had passed that room; "therefore, if 
she did not murder herself, they must be 
the murderers." 


What took place at the remarkable post 


mortem inquiry may best be described in 
t'-e words of a witness at the subsequent 
trial, who was described as "an ancient 
and grave person, minister to tbe parish 
where this murder was committed." This 
estimable gentleman said: "They (the 
prisoneisl did touch the dead body, where- 
upon the brow of the dead, which was be- 
fore a livid and carrion color, began to 
have a dew or gentle sweat arise upon it, 
which increased by degrees till tha sweat 
ran down in drops upon the face, tha 
Ibrow turned and changed to a lively col- 
or, and the dead opened one of her eyes 
and shut it again, which she did three 
several times. She likewise thrust out 
ihe ring or marriage finger three times 
land pulled it in again, nnd the finger 
(dropped blood on the floor." 
I- Naturally enough, such remarkable evi- 
dence as this was received with some sus- 
picion by the court, although the witness, 
Ito again quote Sir John Maynard, "was 
e reverend person about 60 years of age, 
IBS could be guessed. His testimony was 
Delivered gravely and temperately, but to 
the great admiration of the auditory." 
'Ample confamatiou of an obviously Im- 
partial character wa«, however, forth- 
tomiDS, and the "admiratidn" turned to 
1 borror, so ninr-j so tbat the prisoners 


were convicted, and two of them suffered 
tieatb at the hand of the common bang- 


Neither of tbe victims, one of 
was an aged woman, could ever be 


prevailed npon to confess any complicity 
In the crime. 
) In 1751 an Irish murderer was convict- 
ed largely npon dream evidence.

When Its 
properties become generally known, 
however. It may confidently be looked 
for elsewhere. It IB a sirup composed 
of sugar, lime and water, about the col- 
or of water and Is used chiefly to make 
the milk appear richer than It really la. 
When vlscogen Is placed In milk or 
tream, the lactic add turns the lime in 
Ihe fluid Into a white, thick substance, 
which, assimilating with tbe milk,, 
gives It an appearance and taste of I 
great richness. It Is possible through 
Its use to palrn>off upon customers milk 
a*nd cream which are far below stand- 
ard. Fortunately the adulterant, ac- 
cording to Minnesota, authorities, Is not 
iBjnrlsn* to health.

a missionary of the Congregational 
church, now In India. Thills the flint1 
time a place of importance has been] 
offered by. missionaries In tbat country 
to one who waa not a clergyman. The 
trade schools will, in a way, be "gov- 
ernment Institutions and undenomina- 
tional In character. 


Mr. Churchill Is a civil engineer.1 a 


graduate of the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, and baa been. em- 
ployed in the Westingbonse Machine, 
company at Pitteburg. He Is a young' 
man, still in hta twenties. His brother. 
Is Professor Churchill, head of the art, 
department of the Teachers' college. 


"Missionaries-bare begun to realize," 


Mr. Churchill said the other day, "that 
more practical Knowledge and less Bl-' 
ble study /Is what Is needed by the na- 
tives of India. It 'la only since they; 
have arrived afrthiaconclusion that the 
British government has taken the 
slightest; interest -la' their work. 
So, 


far the native care entirely dependent 
on tbe 'fruit- crops -for support. When 
the crops fall, the people starve or rely. 
on the government for food. The mls- 
elonaries are-now endeavoring to teach 
the people trattes which will make 
them independent of the crops.

DATE-PALM CULTUflE. 


Experiments . Being 


Ma4*Ia Arizona 


VALttABtE I5DU8TBT DEVELOPED 


Prof«uor Falrcbtta Hoc Vroewed * 


Hnmfcer of Garryttan OCaboots of 
Dart* PataM, Wlileh Will B* »!•- 
telbvtcd In 'tie BontlLweat— Facts 
Already Deinoutrated. 


Tbe development of an industry 


whlch'-wllt convert large tracts of des- 
ert lands into profitable properties and 
make the southwestern part of the 
United States a source of date supply 
IB promised by experiments being made 
at Phenlx, A. T., in culture of the date, 
a result worthy of consideration when 
It is known that the United States Im- 
ported $661,590.31 worth of dates last 
year, says the New York Post* a special 
correspondent, That the date palm will 
ultimately solve the problem of what 
to do with the arid and alkali lands of 
Arizona and. other western localities 
there seems little doubt 
Experiments 


made at Phenlx by the government sta- 
tions and by private growers have 
demonstrated the great possibilities of 
the Industry, but renewed interest la 
being taken by the section of plant 
Introduction of the department of agri- 
culture. Professor D. G. Faircbild, ag- 
ricultural explorer for the department, 
now traveling in Africa, has procured 
from the delta of the Nile a number of 
suckers or offshoots of the date palm, 
which he has shipped to the depart- 
ment and which will be distributed in 
the southwestern part of the country. 


The date palm, although grown prof- 


itably only in arid and semlarld re- 
gions, Is not in the proper sense cf tbe 
word a desert plant. It requires a 
•upply of water at the roots, and at 
the same time it delights in a perfectly 
dry and very hot climate. The date 
palm is able to stand much more cold 
than the orange tree, but not so much 
as a peach tree. 


While the culture of the date fruit is 


new in the United States, the date 
palm has long been grown in some lo- 
calities. In Florida, California and 
Arizona and restricted areas in a few 
states it has been grown in the open 
ground for decorative purposes for a 
century or possibly longer. In Florida 
It seldom fruits, and the fruit produced 
la from an economic standpoint prac- 
tically worthless. At Altar and Her- 
mosillo, In Sonora, the early plantings 
of the mission fathers have been con- 
tinued to the present time, and many 
seedling dates growing in these cities 
and other places hi Sonora ore now 
producing a fairly good quality of 
fruit, bunches of which occasionally 
find their wey to American cities. 


At Tucson, A. T., a large date palm 


eome 25 feet in height is growing on a 
ranch owaed by Joaquin Garrillo. This 
date was planted prior to 1863 and Is 
probably the oldest date tree growing 
In Arizona. At Ynma, however, there 
are records of seedling dates that have 
been bearing from 10 to 15 years, and 
'it Is probable that a number of them 
have fruited for a number of seasons 
longer. Date seeds were planted near 
'the territorial prison at Yuma by per- 
sona employed at that institution dur- 
ing the civil war, probably during the 
years 1862-3. Toe plants from these 
eeeds are now large trees and have 
fruited for 15 or more years. Between 
10 and 15 years ago a number of seed- 
lings were planted at Phenlx. A few 
of these seedlings are now producing 
fruit of a good quality. The earliest 
dates produced In California were 
grown at tbe missions along the coast 
at San Diego and northward, a region 
where the date palm grows to the sizo 
of large trees and frequently blossoms, 
but wbere the fruit does not perfectly 
develop on account of the humidity of 
the atmosphere and lack of Intense 
summer heat. In a few places In Cal- 
ifornia dates planted by the mission 
fathers are still standing, while others 
have gone to decay within the last few 
years. 


It is now an established fact that 


dates of a good quality and Jn com- 
mercial quantities can be produced in 
the warmer parts of Arizona, Mexico 
and California, During the past year at 
the government experimental station 
farm near Phenix three imported trees 
bore more than 500 pounds, the fruit 
ripening between August and January. 
Tbe fruit placed on the market sold at 
25 cents per pound wholesale at Phe- 
nlx. ' Thousands of pounds could have 
been sold at this price. Packed in neat 
labeled boxes, they retailed at 50 cents 
to 70 cents per pound. The seeding 
date tree In various parts of the territo- 
ry bore last year 40 to 200 pounds per 
tree. Those of good quality sold for 25 
cents a pound wholesale at Phenix. 
For some yean yet tbe principal port 
of the dates grown in the region will 
be on seedling trees. Not less than 
2,000 trees have been planted during 
the last two years by ranchers near 
Phenix, and most of them are In fine 
condition.
